Bodies of the woman and her son, 
who fled the scene, were found in 
a snowdrift a couple of hundred 
yards from the ruins,

POLIOMYELITIS| BUILDING P

medical science had discovered 
an inoculation to combat 
poliomyelitis (infantile paraly< 
sis) has died down with a re- 
port sent out by the United 
States Public Health Service 
and received by the Dominian 
Ministry of Health.

The incidence of infantile 
paralysis in Canada last year 
was not overly heavy.

Compulsory Insurance For 
Autoists Urged by Law 
Society 


Members of the Law Society of; 
Alberta, after considerable debate 
regarding the exact wording of

public liability insurance for driv- | 
ers of motor vehicles 

Martland, young, tweed-clad and 
extremely lucid verbally, graphic- | 
ely described the plight of unfor- 
tunate accident victims who dis- 
cover that the automobile which | 
has siruck them down isn't covered 
by insurznce. In many cases the 
driver has no worldly assets and 
the victim is faced with the neces- 
sity of paying his own hospital bills 
without any possibility of reim- 
bursement. 

“Lawsuits in cases such as this} 
@re woribless,” said one solicitor. 

Mr. Martland pointed out that 
there is compulsory insurance in 
England, but the additional protec- 
tion for motorists doesn’t lead to} 
reckless driving. In fact, the ratio | 
of accidents to population is lower 
than in the United States, where 
accident insurance 1s a matter of | 
choice. 

LOGICAL STEP 

“The logical step is to compel all 
drivers and automobiJe owners to 
carry insurance in the form now 
provided for in the Insurance Act,” 
Mr. Martland said. 

Neil D. Maclean, K.C., also took 
part in the discussion, coming out 
strongly in favor of compulsory in- 
surance for al] drivers and point- 
ing out experiences with which he 
had come in contact where inno- 
cent persons suffered damages at 
the hands‘of reckless motorists, but 
were unable to collect either for 
medical bills or other damages be- 
cause the motorists were financially 
irresponsib!e and lawsuits under 
the circumstances would only have 
resulted in additional expenses 
without being able to collect any- 
thing as a result. 

Sidney -B. Woods, K.C., also 
favored the compulsory. insurance 
idea and following a wide discus+ 
sion moved that the Bar Associa- 
tion go on record as favoring the 
idea, The resolution was seconded

“We might as well adr-it that all 
our economic theories have been 
overthrown by what is taking place 
in Hitler’s Third Reich,” a former 
high official of the now defunct 
Social Democratic party of Ger- 
many and a leader in the late 
| Reichstag admitted. 


BEST BACKING IS LABOR 

“We used to think that money 
has value only if backed up by 
some tangible material thing of con- 
stant value, such as gold. Hitler has 
decided that the best backing for 
Germany’s curréncy is the labor 
power of her people. With Ger- 
many now about 90 per cent self- 
sufficient, he will probably get 
away with a managed currency for 
a long time to come.” . 

When Hitler took over the gov- 
ernment on Jan. 10, 1933, he decid- 
ed his first task was that of get- 
ting work for the jobless. By 
methods often of an unusually rig- 
orous kind he managed within less 
than three years to reduce the 
number on relief from 6,000,000 to 
2,500,000. 


DRAIN RESERVES 

To Hitler it seemed better to 
drain the economic reserves of the 
country temporarily than to let hu- 
man labor-power go to waste. Hit- 
ler was convinced, too, that ex- 
penditures on pageants, festivals, 
and mass demonstrations are justi- 
fied, because thereby money is 
kept circulating. 

Hand in hand with the govern- 
ment’s vast civil spending program 
has gone the rearmament of Ger- 
many at a pace unparalleled in the 
world. One cannot drive afield 
without finding new army bar- 
racks, new military aviation fields, 
new rifle practice grounds, new 
hangars, new fortifications. Pur- 
veyors of army goods and utensils 
of all kinds have been and are 
working overtime. 


WHAT I8 SECRET? 

What, if any, is Hitler's secret? 
For one thing, it is apparent to 
every observer that socialization on 
a large scale is taking place in Ger- 
many. Money is being spread wide. 
Gone are the days of the multi- 
millionaire. Reichsbank president 
and minister of economics Hjalmar 
Schacht in a speech Nov. 30 reveal- 
ed the fact that there are not even 
45,000 Germans today (out of a 
population of about 65,000,000) with 
incomes over $8,000 annually. 

Hitler has insisted that, if possi- 
ble, no capital shall lie idle. Hence, 
when he discovered that, for in- 
stance, the small savings banks had 
accumulated relatively large cash 
reserves, he induced them to loan 
500,000,000 reichsmarks to the gov- 


ern nent for job creation. 
When he discovered a similar 
situation with reference to insur-

THEY JUST WANT IT? 

With one exception, Canadian manufacturers 
do not know what it costs to build automobiles 
in the United States, nor what they seil for. 

So their lawyers told the tariff commission, 
which has been listening to protests against the 
reduction of the tariff on American-made cars. 
Learned counsel would not even hazard a guess 
to go on with. 

But if the Canadian makers do not know 
these things, at least approximately, how do they 
know they need any protection at all? Perhaps 
cars are dearer in the United States than in 
Canada, for all the legal keepers of the manu- 
facturers’ information would admit? 

Encouraged by the skepticism of lawyers 
representing seven provinces, the chairman of 
the commission also developed some wonder- 
ment at this open admission of ignorance in a 
quarter where it was not to be looked for. He 
told the manufacturers’ lawyers they had better 
try to find out what it is they are asking pro- 
tection against. 


PUTTING CEREMONY INTO 
BUSINESS 

A motorist who finds his tank empty after 
the “dead line” hour may hereafter get some 
gasoline in Edmonton, if he can find a selling 
place that is open and can persuade a police 
officer at headquarters that he has “urgent 
need” of it. 

Doctors called out on emergency cases, late 
callers who find the siphoners have been around, 
and other local drivers, are the parities most 
likely to be inconvenienced by the ceremonial 
procedure, 

The out-of-town motorist does not need to 
be worried much about. He will see that his 
tank is full before he ventures into Edmonton 
in the evening hours, filling up at the last out- 
side station on the way in. 

Perhaps next summer the odd tourist wiil 
be stranded if he arrives late. But he will not 
likely come again, and he is sure to spread the 
news when he meets other wanderers headed 
this way. 


THE “DECISIONS” ARE MADE 


The naval conferees have resumed their dis- 
agreement, after holidaying over the season of 
Peace and Good Will. Only to be told the 
Japanese delegates were “unprepared to dis- 
cuss other plans” until the question of parity 
had been settled. 

They have already made plain there is only 
one way in which that question can be settled; 
by admitting Japan's right to build a fleet as 
large as that of Britain or the United States. 

Those two points having been decided, the 
delegates might as well disperse and go home 
if they have anything important to do there. 
There is no prospect that they can achieve any- 
thing worth while by sticking around London to 
be told over and over again that Japan will do 
just what it pleases, with or without consent of 
the other powers. 

Another conference—with Japan left out— 
devoted to forming a defensive alliance among 
the other four of the “big five,” would hold 
Promise of accomplishing something toward 
assured peace and world security.

“SACRED’—SOMETIMES 

Those “sacred” money contracts are peculiar 
things. Sometimes there isn’t anything sacred 
about them. 

For example, if any reader happens to own 
some bonds of the Border Cities, in Ontario, he 
may dismiss any notion that they mean what 
they say. They don't. He will only get two- 
thirds what he gave for them, and only half the 
interest promised if the promised rate was 6 per 
cent, 

Those cities a while ago threatened to £0 
into bankruptcy, To save them from that, in 
appex ce, they were placed under a commis- 
sion, a sort of official body of undertakers. The 
chairman sent out word the other day he pro- 
poses to write off $13,422,943 of the bond debt of 
$40,197,237, Also that 3 per cent will be the 
interest rate hereafter. One-third of the debt 
and one-half the interest is thus “paid” by a 
scratch of the pen 

Yet when Mayor McGeer a year ago pro- 
posed to reduce the rate on Vancouver's bonds 
so the city could pay the principal when it falls 
due, the bond dealers’ association sent Mr. 


Bradshaw all the way from Toronto to tell him 
how wicked he was. 

And when Mayor Clarke proposed to sus- 
pend payments into Edmonton's sinking fund 
for a couple of years with the same object in 


view, some of the aldermen nearly had 


apoplexy. 

Bankruptcy, or even a threat to go into 
bankruptcy, it seems, is a “wash” process that 
removes the sanctity from bond contracts. To 
ask bond-holders to compromise on the interest 
rate so as to make their principal secure is a 
high crime and misdemeanor. But to put a city 
under a receiver, called by some other name, 
and let him write off a third of the principal and 
half the interest rate, is all right. 

Edmonton, by the way, had some of those 
Border Cities bonds on hand some time ago, 
bought as a gilt, edge investment of sinking 
funds. The taxpayer will be interested to know 
that if the city is still holding them he is out of 
pocket one-third of their face value, plus half 
the interest. But on the bonds he owes, he must 
continue to pay interest in full, and one hundred 
per cent of the principal when due. 

It is a great system—for encouraging bank- 


ruptcy.

There was, therefore, a sub- 
stantial regression in imports from Canada and 
a striking advance in Belgian exports to the 
Dominion, while the difference in the balance 
of trade has been reduced sensibly.

I'm indebted to a reader of this column for 
a copy of the December 2, 1935, issue of the 
Townsend Weekly from which the above is 
taken. As the objective of the Townsendites 
is to achieve a circulation of five millions for 
the Weekly—which is printed on newsprint and 
sells at $2 per year subscription—I can well un- 
derstand where Dr, Townsend and his mentor, 
R. E. Clements, get the $2000 a week profit, re- 
ferred to in the charges of their former pub- 
licity director, Frank Peterson. 

The Weekly carries a big range of adver- 
tising of interest to old folk, laxatives, pile 
relicf, diabetes treatments, liquor cures, liver 
tablets, remedies for night rising, sore legs, 
epilepsy, eczema, ruptures, deafness, rheu- 
matism, arthritis, sciatica and sinus trouble. 


Most hopeful signs of all, are the several ads 
directed to the old boys, for “youthful vigor” 
and “rejuvenation.” One outfit headed by a 
Mr. Wolf as president offers to keep the old 
chaps fit and young and “revitalized” for the 
cut rate price of $4.85 (regular price $12). And 
if all these fail there’s a funeral home run by 
the President of Townsend Club No. 3, which 
advertises “The Kindly Service—-Credit Ar- 
rangement, Confidence. 31 years of service.” 


Wonder was that what Congressman John H. 
Tolan had in mind in the peroration of his 
address on the Townsend Plan over Station 
KSFO. After referring to Lincoln, to his aged 
mother, “the thousands of American boys 
sleeping their eternal sleep beneath the soil 
of Flanders Field” and to his intimacy with 
God, the Congressman concluded: 

“Keep on crganising as shown by the 
great National Townsend convention in 
“Chicago and then this mighty God-like 
movement swelling and: sweeping through- 
out every nook and corner of United States, 
will soon be enacted into law and the 
prayers of millions will be answered and 
the white light of humanity will burn, in 
this country as never before.” 

Don't be surprised at anything the Town- 
send Plan does when the vote comes in United 
States. Two hundred dollars a month is eight 
times as gocd an argument as $25 a month, 

Pity that the “Retire at Birth” plan which 
I detailed yesterday is so late in getting under 
way. None of these plans clash with another. 
What a wonderful world it’ would be, if the 
“Retire at Birth” plan, Social Credit and the 
Townsend Plan could each be brought to pass. 
Then each person would get $50 a month for 
the first 20 years of life, a bonus of $20,000 at 
the age of twenty, from $25 to $75 a month from 
twenty-one till the age of sixty, and then $200 
a month pension till death. 

Yet I suppose there would still be grumblers 
and malcontents, 

Some of the medical profession protest the 
word ‘rejuvenation,’ on the ground that it is 
misleading. They would substitute the word 
“reactivating.” They think the word “rejuvena- 
tion” is unfrotunate, as youth is something that 
cannot be recaptured by any of the present 
“rejuvenation” operations-or treatments. 

Economics underlie most of our morals. It 
isn't difficult to see how popular and proper 
rejuvenation operations wAl become when the 
old boys get $200 a month from sixty until 
death, on the simple condition that they spend 
their monthly allowance before thirty days are 
over.

Baked chicken or rabbit; 
string beans; beets; head let- 
tuce; peanut butter dressing; 
ice cream. 

MONDAY ~- Breakfast: 
Crisp waffle; butter and ma- 
ple syrup; stewed raisins. 
Lunch: Pint of buttermilk; 10 
or 12 dates. Dinner: Vege- 
table soup; roast beef; baked 
carrots; raw cabbage salad; 
Jello with whipped cream.

Poached egg on Melba toast; baked apple. 


greens; salad of sliced beets on lettuce. Dinner: 
Leg of mutton; small turnips; salad of lettuce, 
parsley and spinach; prune whip. 

WEDNESDAY — Breakfast: Crisp waffle; 
butter and maple syrup; stewed figs. Lunch: 
Buttered oyster plant; salad of diced vegetables 
in gelatin. Dinner: Broiled steak with mush- 
rooms; string beans; lettuce and celery salad; 
sliced pineapple. 

THURSDAY -— Breakfast: French omelet; 
crisp bacon; Melba toast; applesauce. Lunch: 
Potatoes; cooked greens; salad of grated raw 
beets and turnips. Dinner: *Stuffed beef rolls; 
baked eggplant; spinach; baked pears. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese; Melba 
toast; dish of berries (canned without sugar). 
Lunch: Baked squash; cooked célery root; salad 
of endive and lettuce. Dinner: Broiled fillet of 
sole; asparagus; small green peas; sliced toma- 
toes; Jello or Jell-Well, no cream. 

SATURDAY — Breakfast: Coddled eggs; 
wholewheat muffins with sweet butter. Lunch: 
Glass of grapejuice. Dinner: Celery soup; 
meat loaf; carrots and turnips; salad of sliced 
cucumbers; peach whip. 

*STUFFED BEEF ROLLS: Select a round 
steak of medium thickness, remove all fat and 
Gristle, and cut into pieces about four inches in 
diameter. On each piece place a mound of the 
following dressing: Slice and slightly toast the 
desired amount of real whole-wheat bread or 
wholewheat muffins. Break into bits and 
moisten with milk. Add diced celery, minced 
ripe olives, ground roasted peanuts and seedless 
raisins, gauging the quantities to suit your own 
taste. Mix all together by tossing about with 
a fork, being caréfu] not to add too much milk 
—only enough to hold ingredients together. 

Roll each piece of meat around the dressing 
and fasten with toothpicks, place on grill and 
brown on all sides. Put into heavy pan (such 
as iron skillet or Dutch oven) with a small 
amount of boiling water, cover tightly and let 
simmer for an hour over a slow fire. Add a 
little cold water from time to time as needed. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. f. G. S. writes: “I am 
troubled by large red blotches which appear on 
my skin and itch intensely. They disappear 
quickly. What could they be?” 

ANSWER: Judging from your description, 
you probably have hives or nettle rash. 

QUESTION: Mertha L, inguires: “I have 
spélls of dizziness, a coated tongue, and have 
bilious attacks. Is there anything I can do for 
relief?” 

ANSWER: It is unwise for me to attempt to 
diegnose your case by mail and I suggest that 
what you need is a good diegnosis, following 
a thorough examination. Your symptoms 
might be caused by liver trouble, by a sluggish 
gall bladder, or by auto-intoxication. An im- 
provement sheuld follow the use of a better 
diet, an increased intestinal elimination, and a 
moderate amount of exercise. However, the 
doctor who examines you will provide you with 
specific instructions, suited to your individual 
requirements. The remedy which you mention 
in your letter is given for the purpose of bring- 
ing about a copious elimination for the large 
intestine—it is not expected to have any direct 
effect on the liver and gall bladder. 

QUESTION: R. E. O. wants to know: “How 
about winé with meals?” 

ANSWER: Claret, sauterne and sherry may 
be taken with a protein meal or just before the 
meal

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1831, the Upper 
Canada Tract Society was organ- 
ized at York (not then Toronto). 
Curiously enough the _ initial 
meeting was held in a_ hotel, 
something remarkable when the 
character of most of the hotels 
of that time is remembered. Rev. 
Dr. Harris, principal of Upper 
College, was elected 
president with the famous Jesse 
Ketchum as one of the vice presi- 
dents. Today the society will 
ce‘4brate its 105th birthday with 
a proud record of over a century's 
work for Christ and the church. 
One feature of its early work 
worth recalling. was that of 


providing libraries for Sunday 
schools, the proposal of Jesse 
Ketchum. 


A request was sent to the Lon- 
don Religious Tract Society for 
the selection of a series of books 
suitable for circulation amongst 
the young, and when the list had 
béen carefully scanned an order 
was sent for 24 libraries of 100 
volumes each. The first ten of 
these libraries arrived in 1839 and 
were at once distributed. The 
price charged was £3 15s each, 
about half the purchase price. 
The distribution was: One each 
to the Episcopal Methodist, Wes- 
leyan Methodist and Baptist 
schools in Toronto, the Wesleyan 
Methodist on Yonge street, the

Wesleyan Methodist in York 
township, the Wesleyan Methode 
ist in Whitchurch township, the 
Wesleyan Methodist and Cana- 
dian Methodist in Hamilton, the 
Primitive Methodist in Brampton, 
and one for a village library at 
Oakville, (the Jatter apparently 
the first public library in Upper 
Canada). In the same year the 
first consignment of Bibles with 
the metrical version of the Psalms 
and paraphrases were received 
and an order was placed for an 
assortment of Sunday school pub- 
lications and lesson helps to 
teachers. The second consignment 
of libraries consisted of 20 small 
collections of 100 volumés and six 
of 200 books, which were readily 
disposed of and led the annual 
report to say: “This is an occasion 
of high gratification, as these 
books are lent out exclusively and 
will long exist, diffusing truth 
and cherishing love of pious 
reading which is so important in 
the rural districts of the prov- 
ince.” During the following year 
33 libraries were sold, most of 
them to Protestant Sunday 
schools, but some were purchesed 
as community libraries. And in 
all the years that have passed 
the distribution of good literature 
has continued, thanks largely to 
the bequests of that great lover 
of the Bible, Jesse Ketchum.

Certain historians claim that it 
was the famous French queen, 
Marie Antoinette, who was the 
originator of bobbed hair.

The hair-ends especially 
are harmed when an over-hot curl- 
ing iron is inexpertly used on the

Besides they will use up left-over 
egg yolks. 

Since it takes but little more time 
to make enough noodles for several 
meals, add one or two whole eggs 
to the yolks to increase the quan- 
tity and quality. You one 
tablespoon water for each egg yolk. 

Noodle soup is a good winter 
luncheon dish and noodles cut in 
tiny straw-like lengths add much 
to the cup of dinner consomme or 
bouillon.

For parties, try a noodle ring 
filled with creamed meat, cr fish or 
a platter of fried noodles garnished 
with halves of hard cooked eggs 
and served with a smooth cream 
sauce. 


NOODLES 
Three egg yolks, 1 whole egg, 3 
tablespoons water, 1, teaspoons 


salt, 2 2-3 cups flour. 
Beat yolks of eggs, water and 
whole egg until thoroughly blend- 
ed. Add salt and enough sifted 
flour to make a very stiff dough 
Knead well on a lightly floured 
molding board. Divide into six 
parts and roll each part as thin as 
possible. Cover with a clean towel 
and let stand for thirty minutes 
Roll each sheet separately like a 
jelly roll and cut in very thin 
slices. Shake out slices and toss 
lightly on board to dry. When 
thoroughly dry store in covered 
jars or boxes for future use. 
When wanted cook 20 minutes in 
boiling meat broth or salted water. 
In calculating quantities it is 
worth keeping in mind that one egg 
or its equivalent of one egg yolk 
and one tablespoon water 


make enough noodles to serve four 


with a little cold water and press 
firmly together. Drop into boiling 
salted water or meat broth and 
boil 20 minutes. Serve on a hot 
platter and garnish with parsley. 

To prepare noodles for chow 
mein, sprinkle two tablespoons 
salad oil over one pound roodies 
and steam fifteen minutes, lifting 
noodles carefully with a fork in 
order to separate well. Spread on 
molding board and let cool. Then 
fry until crisp and a golden brown 
in deep hot fat or oil. Drain thor- 
oughly and use. 

Meat with a well seasoned sauce 
or gravy is best with noodles. Pat- 
ties of chopped veal known as “Bit- 
ocks” served with paprika sauce 
are delicious. Panbroil the patties 
and make a sauce in the pan, sea- 
soning it well with swect Spanish 
paprika and use tomato juice in 
place of water in the sauce.

If a proposed change in 


the 
city’s gasoline bylaw is supported 


by council, motorists finding 
themselves without gas after 
service stations are closed will be 
able to buy the fuel providing 
they obtain a permit from the 
police department. 

The existing bylaw prevents 
sales of gasoline after stations 
have closed at 8 p.m. in the wine 
ter and 10 p.m. in the summer 
months. 

The new proposal would work 
out as follows: A person need- 
ing gas after closing hours would 
call police headquarters, which in 
jurn would call the gasoline 
vendor and o.k. the sale. A full 
record of such sales would be 
kept, 

“What do you think of the 
police permit plan?” the B.LR. 
asked today. Replies follow: 


MARY 8. CLARK, motorist: “I 
think this is a case of,‘much ado 
about nothing.’ In this enlight- 
ened day and age a+ motorist 
should not be forced to go to so 
much trouble to get a gallon or 
two of gasoline after eight 
o'clock. While I.admit that out 
of fairness to station operators a 
reasonzble closing hour should be 
fixed, I believe that the permit 
plan is very cumbersome.”

LEONARD O. SANDERS, druggist: 
“IT really don't seé the necessity 
of all this fuss about gasoline 
sales. If the service stations want 
to close at eight o'clock in fair- 
ness to employees, that’s o.k. But 
some provision should be made 
for the unfortunate motorist who 
needs gas after that hour. This 
police permit system will mean 
a waste of time and a lot of book- 
keeping if the late sales are to 
be checked.” 

. 

J. A. McNEIL, manager, Edmon- 
ton branch, Alberta Motor Asso- 
ciation: “One of the big difficul- 
ties in the permit idea is the fact 
that. strangers in town will have 
no knowledge of the law and will 
find themselves stranded and un- 
able to get gas. Why not let the 
garages who are operating a 24- 
hour service sell gas and oil after 
8 p.m,.? This is supposed to be 
an age of progress, but you 
wouldn't think so, judging by 
these “nuisance bylaws." 


COL, F. C, JAMIESON, K K.C., coun- 
eel for the Edmonton Gasoline 
Retailers’ Association: “The police 
permit plan is the best way out 
of this difficulty, in my opinion. 
The present closing time for sta- 
tions prevents employees work- 
ing 15 to 18 hours a day. Under 
the proposed scheme, the motor- 
ist is put to the minimum of 
trouble and a full record is kept 
of late sales made by stations. It 
doesn't take a minute to phone 
police headquarters and get a 
permit to buy gasoline.”

THOMAS BOURK, service station 
operator: “Definite closing hour 
for all stations gives us an oppor- 
tunity of enjoying ourselves for 
at least part of the day. The 
permit scheme ‘deserves a trial, 
at least, and if it fails, then some 
other plan satisfactory to oper- 
ators and motorists can be tried.”

He had been ready to come out 
two weeks ago with Harry Hayter, } 
of Mackenzie Air Service. His bags 
had been placed in the plane when 
suddenly he disappeared. 


WAITED 45 MINUTES 

Hayter waited for 45 minutes, 
then threw the bags out and took 
off without Torrington. 

It is reported that his aunt died 
recently and left him an estate of 
about $12,500. His mother, who is 
married a second time, and his 
sister, a Mrs. Pickering, lived in 
Edmonton, but are now believed to 
have left the city. 

Prior to going north in 1933, Tor- 
rington had been employed as a 
taxi driver with McNeill’s and Jack | 
Hays.

SOCIAL CREDIT M.P.’s FAVOR STRONGER NATIONS LEAGUE 


(Think Canada Should 


Take Full Share In 
Strengthening Hand 


Two-Day Caucus at Legis- 
lative Buildings Con-) 
cluded Thursday — Five. 


Committees Appointed 


Concluding their two-day cau- 
cus at the legislative buildings on 
Thursday night, Social Credit 
members of parliament, under 
the chairmanship of their house 
leader, J. H. Blackmore, of Leth- 
bridge, decided as a policy that 
there should be a stronger and 


more effective League of Nations 
and felt that Canada should 
take its full share in strengthen- 
ing the League's hand. 

Mr. Blackmore left later for his 
home in Lethbridge and the caucus 
will reconvene at Ottawa on Thurs- 
day, Jan. 30. 

The caucus also appointed five 
committees to especially study vari 
eus activities in which the group 
is interested. 


STATEMENT ISSUED 


Seen after adjournment of the 
caucus, Mr. Blackmore made the 
following statement on the Social 


Credit stand on international rela- 
tions, which probably will form he 
subject of a lengthy debate at Ot- 
tawa: 

“The Social Credit party favors a 
greater degree of international jus- 
tice and good will among the na- 
tions, looking particularly on such 
nations as at present are fretting 
under irritating handicaps, because 
of past treaties which have pain. 
fully deprived them of sources of 


raw material and other’ things 
which would give them economic 
stability 


“We recognize that because of 
these conditions iggravating the ills 
of the present economic system, na- 
tions feel restless 

“It is also evident that nations 
such as Italy and Japan have never 
possessed sufficient territory to 
enable them comfortably to expand 
The Social Credit party feels that 
because of conditions a great deal 
of sympathy and consideration 
ought to be felt among British peo- 
ple for those less fortunate peoples 
and that such sympathy should be 
manifest to those peoples. 

“At the same time, we believe 
that the territorial integrity, pres- 
tige, and security of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations which 
have been handed down to our 
generation by our fathers ought to 
be safeguarded and maintained to 
the fullest degree necessary. 


“We, therefore, favor a stronger | 


sentiment of union with the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. We also 
favor a stronger and more effective 
League of Nations and feel that

“We favor such steps on Canada’s 
part as will render her powerful 


enough in all respects to play an | 


effective part in any world crisis 
with which the League might be 
called upon to deal. 

“At the same time the Social Cre- 
dit party firmly maintains that the 
cause of all wars is economic, and 
arises to an extremely great degree 
from faults which are inherent in 
the present economic system, and it 
calls upon all earnest, peace-loving 
people to spare no effort to bring 
about such changes in the present 
economic system as will be sufficient 
to mitigate and ultimately com- 
pletely to remove, the causes of 
war. Toward this end we will di- 
rect our efforts.”

DRIVERS’ FEES 


Sale of automobile drivers’ 
licenses at the rate of $1 a 
year, as announced by Premier 
William Aberhart, should bring 
additional revenue into vin- 
cial coffers of from ,000 to 
$250,000, according to compila- 
tions made.

That there is adequate machinery 
already set up at Geneva to insti- 
tute a greater freedom of trade in 
the world’s material resources and 
thus bring about a more permanent 
basis of world peace and order, is 
the considered dpinion of Dr. R. C.

Despite the disadvantages of ve- 
hement and brilliant competition, of 
over-expansion of mileage, allied 
to retarded development of facil- 
ities, of political opposition, there 
had emerged from  broken-down 
raiyways, operated half-hearted]y¢ 
by men possessing no corporate en- 
thusiasm, a railway second to none 
in the Western world, staffed by a 
body of men in whom had been in- 
stilled a fierce and aggressive loy- 
alty. 

Then suddenly, almost in a day, 
a question thrust itself into prom- 
inence. Had it been built upon a 
fallacy? It was a question which 
almost every great commercial firm 
also would have to answer. The 
wells were drying up. Soon trade 
would shrink and employment 
dwindle; communities would be 
stricken; the whole complex struc- 
ture of society would begin disin- 
tegrating under the impact of the 
rout from Hooverism. 

The melancholy shrinkage in 
trade and industry was the prime 
cause of the disaster which over- 
took the Canadian Natoinal and 
of the serious plight in which its 
rival found itself.
